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The Black Movement is Under Attack!

On November 26, 2007 the leader of the Black Riders Liberation Party, 
General T.A.C.O.(Taking All Capitalists Out) was arrested in a roll-up 
raid on our Black Power Van by police officers in Pinole (a city near 
Oakland). When asked for the cause of this illegal search and raid, Pinole 
officers claimed that, “Pinole doesn’t have any Black Panthers in the 
area.” General T.A.C.O. was then arrested and snatched by police officers 
charged with “conspiracy in attempt to possess a machine gun to shoot 
a police station” and an additional “gang enhancement” charge on his 
organization, and his bail is now set at $1,000,000 by the city of Los 
Angeles. BRLP Chief of Staff Nadia Shakur was also arrested in Pinole 


Comrade Aryana, our Minister of Information and a hard-line Black Rider 
soldier who has served the people for the past 11 years, has been through 
severe repression over the years, due to her commitment to making revolution 
possible for all people. In the illegal August raid, her son Jacori was kidnapped 
by the police and placed into foster care for the second time in less than three 
years. Instead of laughing innocently and freely playing like other kids his age, 
Jacori has had to suffer police pounding on the door in the middle of the night, 
screams of terror, the repeated arrest of his parents, not to mention S.W.A.T. 
team fire-arms pointed at his small 7-year-old body. Although Aryana’s child 
has been viciously stripped from her once again, and the state is trying to deny 
her rights as a mother, she will remain strong for her people and continue to 


on a warrant for weapons charges 
(connected to the August illegal raid 
of a home in Highland, CA, where 
San Bernardino sheriff’s deputies, Los 
Angeles police and deputies and federal 
agents showed up with armored personal 
carriers, a battering ram, S.W.A.T. team, 
bomb squad, and enough cops to seal off 
four square blocks around the house). She 
was jailed in San Bernardino and was just 
released on probation. This has all been 
done by the racist pig power stmcture 
in order to stop our organization’s 
revolutionary expansion and influence in 
Amerikka. General T.A.C.O. is imprisoned 
in Los Angeles under a keep-away order in 
the High-Power security unit of the Twin 
Towers jail, awaiting trial along with two 
other comrades. The next court appearance 
for the Black Rider Three is May 28 at 
9:00 am at the LA Criminal Courts, 210 
W. Temple. 

General T.A.C.O., a former gang 
member who created the Black 
Riders Liberation Party in 1996 in the

empower and defend all mothers and 
children against this heartless enemy. 
Many more comrades are also presently 
going to trial for numerous charges made 
up by the pigs. 

The Black Riders have proven to be a 
sign of Black empowerment in their 
willingness to die defending the people 
against police terrorism and white racist 
laws and threats in the community. 

In pushing our Watch-A-Pig Program 
— patrolling the police with law 
booklets, video cameras, black karate 
skills, military uniforms and berets, 
and other legal weapons; educating 
the people on their self-defense rights; 
and offering our services to people 
who need a witness against the police 
in a law suit — a Black Rider has to 
cope with the life-threatening reality of 
being hunted and spied upon by federal 
agents, and being illegally threatened, 
searched and arrested by racist police 
officers everyday. In bravely defending, 


Youth Training Service’s prison college class along with other prisoners, has 
worked hard to bring about Black self-determination. He struggles to bring 
African pride to the people who have been robbed the most of their dignity 
and identity by racist white people and the pig power structure. Because 
General T.A.C.O. has successfully transformed some of the most violent and 
self-destructive youth into full-blown revolutionary consciousness under the 
teachings, values and practices of African Intercommunalism, he has suffered 
numerous raids, illegal searches and arrests, brutal confrontations, time in 
prison and jail, and the kidnapping of family members. This has all been an 
attempt to stop his revolutionary leadership from awakening the spirit of 
the Black community. General T.A.C.O. has sacrificed everything to make 
revolution a reality in the poverty-stricken gang-injunctions of Amerikka. He 
has worked hard to change the self-hatred and criminal-gangster mentalities of 
our Black youth into a revolutionary Freedom-fighter mentality to defend our 
God-given and constitutional rights of self-defense and self-determination. 
General T.A.C.O.’s charge for conspiracy, or basically a “thought crime,” 
has been a plot by this racist government’s anti-human Patriot Acts and fake 
Homeland Security counter-terrorism plans to silence the leader of the Black 
Liberation Movement. 

Other comrades have also been targeted and arrested on tmmped up charges by the 
L.A.P.D. Comrade Kambui Sadiki, one of our fiercest and most respected soldiers, 
was brutally jumped out on by L.A.P.D. while politically educating the community on 
Rodeo and Crenshaw. He was charged with and did time for “trespassing.” Comrades 
Stress and Aryana Shakur were arrested in L.A. and charged along with T.A.C.O. with 
“conspiracy to possess a machine gun.” Bails were initially set at $1,000,000. 


politically educating, empowering, and uniting our communities, Black 
revolutionaries have always been the most doomed men and women. Look at the 
assassinations of Malcolm X, Martin Luther King Jr., John Huggins, and Fred 
Hampton, to name a few, and the targeting of the Black Panther Party for Self- 
Defense as the greatest threat to the internal security of the U.S. 

The whole idea of the Watch-A-Pig Program is to show the people that resistance is 
possible. We patrol the pigs at random and link it with our other daily, dangerous political 
work like trying to educate and raise the African consciousness of young black people 
on the street comers to stop black on black violence; and creating a Black commune 
where young brothers and sisters can be fed, clothed, educated, militarily trained and 
surrounded in a revolutionary African environment, away from the brainwashing, 
capitalist institutions which prey on our youth and trap them into self-destmctive 
mentalities, behaviors and practices. 

The racist L.A.P.D., D.A. and media have attempted to discredit our organization’s 
efforts with a “gang enhancement” charge, and claiming we recmit gang members to 
participate in racist violence and terrorism, mainly against the police. Our main political 
objective in the community is to unite Bloods and Crips, to stop the black-on-black 
violence, and channel our youth’s energies towards protecting and building up their 
communities. Black people have always had to defend themselves from racist violence in 
order to achieve and protect their constitutional rights. The first black gangs were created 
in the 40’s and 50’s in self-defense of the racist murders and lynchings by white gangs 
backed by the police, all because whites didn’t want to accept the new integration laws 
that allowed Blacks to migrate in their communities. In the 1970’s, the head of Black 
Panther’s L.A. chapter, Bunchy Carter, created the Crips, which stood for Clandestine- 
Revolution-In-Progress. Continued on page 2

Because they feared his political power and influence in the community, 
COINTELPRO assassinated Bunchy Carter, and caused the split of his 
organization, thus creating the rival Bloods, which originally stood for 
Bloodline-Of-Our-Descent. And now today, in 2008, the government is 
targeting the Black Riders in their efforts to organize our youth to defend the 
rights of the Black community. The real terrorist is this fascist government 
because it’s always used violence and illegal tactics to create fear in Black 
people and maintain its political power. We must continue to uphold our rights 
of armed self-defense or this fascist government will wipe out our existence. 

Black gangs were created under the values of respect, honor, and protection of the 
community, resurrecting the warriorism of our tribes back in Africa. They were a place 
for Black people to recreate and practice their unique culture, and honor their African 
history because all these had been robbed during slavery. This white supremacist 
government has always feared and attacked Black unity, Black pride, and Black 
power because it was born and built up by stealing our land, enslaving our people, 
and destroying our culture. It has distorted our history, dismpted our family stmctures, 
and whitewashed our values to make sure we never rise up to reclaim our overdue 
reparations. 

Once we understood the tme history of the Black Panther Party and the creation of the 
Bloods and Crips, we wanted to bring back their teachings and give the people the truth 
on how their history developed into what it is today. Our main job is to teach young 
brothers and sisters that we are not each other’s enemy. The real enemy is this fascist 
government, whose main job is to victimize our people, and make sure our communities 
remain divided — Blood against Crip, young against old, light skin against dark skin, 
males against females, middle class against lower class, brother against brother, sister 
against sister — so that we never rise up to change the system that oppresses us. 

The racist police get away with acting like an imperialist occupying army. They congest 
the black ghettos of Amerikka and prey on our youth with their regular and massive 
sweeps, raids, illegal and humiliating public searches and arrests, harrassment, torture, 
terror, bmtal beatings, drive-by shootings, routine stop-and-frisks, verbal abuse, and 
last but most certainly not least, their murder of our youths passed through the fascist 
judicial system as “justifiable homicide.” Police and federal/C.I.A. agents fueled the 
Bloods and Crips and the entire black community with crack cocaine and military 
weapons to kill the revolutionary consciousness that the Black Panther Party brought 
in the 60’s and 70’s, and to have a reason to create their prison-industrial complex; 
our new slavery. Who are the real gang-bangers here? Since our “emancipation” from 
slavery, the pigs main job has always been to target, criminalize, and wage war on the 
black community, to make sure black people remain at the bottom of society. Now our 
black youth have found their African identity and will stop at nothing to achieve our 
people’s freedom, and make sure our communities are heard and respected! 

We will not have peace until this government stops spending so much of its time and 
money — through building new correctional facilities all over America, increasing 
its police agencies, expanding its intelligence units, and assassinating, co-opting and 
framing ah our Black leaders— to destroy us. They paint the image through the media 
that we and ah our children are criminals. There can be no peace while this government 
maintains the conditions of unemployment, poor housing, brainwashing education, 
unaffordable health care, and no real political or economic power, which in turn create 
poverty, disease, and outlaw behavior in our communities. This government’s attempt 
to take away the Black Riders’ freedom of speech, association, self-defense and self- 
determination proves that this government still regards us as three-fifths of human 
beings, and does not respect or address our communities’ issues and concerns. We 
have no power to enact racism, or to control and exploit others with racist practices, so 
we can never be called racists. If the slave who is being whipped by the slavemaster 
snatches the whip from the master’s hand and uses it against him, it is not racism...it is 
self-determination! 

Because of the success of our programs and the positive response from the people, 
we have reduced police brutality in the community, and also lowered the number 
of incidences of criminal gang violence by 50%, as stated in a recent article by the 
Los Angeles Times. We have also expanded our programs ah throughout Southern 
California in the cities of Watts, Compton, South Central, Inglewood, and Long Beach. 
Our most recent raid and arrest of our General has been carried out by Bay Area pig 
forces to prevent our expansion and resurrection of the revolutionary spirit in the 
birthplace of the Black Panther Party, Oakland. But we refuse to be manipulated and 
demoralized by this racist government. We no longer practice patience and turning the 
other cheek because it has only proven to be a criminal philosophy for our people to 
keep us in slavery. We assert the right for self-defense from our racist oppressors by 
any means necessary, no matter what the odds are against us. The arrest and framing 
of our General and our other comrades will not stop our patrols, and we will continue 
to expose the police as coward ass busters with badges, acting under the color of law. 

As our General says, “When the enemy strikes out at you blindly, crushing you right 
and left if he possibly can, then you know you are doing everything right!”. We know 
now, more than ever before, that the will of the people is greater than the technology 
and repression of those who are against the interests of the people. The second Black 
Revolution has come, and it will only stop when total freedom is had!

Militant Black Riders help kick racist Minute-Klan out of the ‘hood 
Bring the message of armed self defense before the whole world

The new generation Black Panthers, the Black Riders Liberation Party, led 500 
people in a frontal confrontation against the Ku Klux Klan offshoot known as 
the Minutemen and their racist police bodyguards. The Black Riders helped the 
people achieve a powerful victory in a battle in the revolutionary struggle to 
free Black people from the evil forces of white racism, capitalism, and domestic 
imperialism. We stopped those white racists and the “house-nigga” scum 
supporters, like Ted Hayes, from getting into Leimert Park, and kicked them out 
of the ‘hood. Panther Power to the Black Riders! 

Black people in L.A., and throughout the country have praised and admired 
the Black Riders’ efforts to instill a greater sense of African pride and armed 
resistance in Black people who have been robbed of their dignity and identity 
by racists white people and the pig power structure. Many ranked the black 
Riders’ martial-arts trained soldiers as the most-disciplined, best-trained 
formidable body of Black people in the community. The Black Riders are 
well-known for our ability in successfully recruiting, uniting and politically 
educating some of the youngest and most dangerous former Bloods and Crips in 
L.A. this I part of a serious national plan to change the negative Black-on-Black 
violent criminal mentality to a positive Black freedom fighter mentality in every 
Black ghetto in the Amerikkkan Empire. Frequently, when no on is tackling 
the tough issues, the new generation Black Panthers - the Black Riders - is 


We are also known for defending the people against police terrorism with video cameras 
and other legal weapons, also providing the people with special trained security, armed 
with legal shotguns and rifles to neutralize white racist threats to the neo-colonized 
Black community. We still believe in our God given right and our second amendment 
constitutional right to carry guns and defend ourselves against right wing militia groups 
and racist pig attacks just like the original Black Panthers. The act itself of teaching 
empty hand (karate) and firearms self defense within the community should be looked 
at as a revolutionary means of Black empowerment. Through self-defense, people are 
given their own means of self-determination as well as a way to stand up and fight back. 

A powerful marching force of camouflage-uniformed Black Riders armed with a Red, 
Black and Green flag, walkie-talkie chirps, gas masks, knives, Black karate skills and 
every other legal weapon we could get hold of, posted in military formation face to 
face at the front of the defense line against the racist “Minute-klan” and their fascist 
pig security. Those white racists stood around looking scared and amazed, with 
their confederate flags, as many other Black Riders in civilian clothes rotated in the 
extremely large crowd, doing security at every single corner of Leimert Park. 

We were ready and willing to die defending Black people in our community by any 
means necessary. Our new generation Black Panthers confrontational politics triggered 
a nationwide wave of white racist outrage, fear and controversy in the establishment 
news media and the internet, as a result of this mission. 

As General George Jackson points out, “To the slave, revolution is an imperative, a 
love-inspired conscious act of desperation. It’s aggressive. It isn’t ‘cool’ or cautious. 

It’s bold, audacious, violent, an expresion of icy disdainful hatred (of the oppressor). 


It can hardly be any other way without raising a fundamental 
contradiction.” 

The weakly-trained armed white supremacist group known as the 
Minute (klan) men and their pig escorts were out-numbered, out¬ 
smarted and out-maneuvered by the armed militant Black Riders 
and a giant mix of angry Black and Brown oppressed people 
working together in uniting against a common enemy. Twenty 
minutes before the counter-demonstration was to take place, in a 
weak and vain attempt to stop the Black Riders from marching on 
the Minute-klan, the raccist LAPD raided our Black Power Van. 

Two strong comrades who were supposed to go on the mission 
were arrested on bogus trumped-up traffic violations and released 
the next day. The occupying pig army launched yet another raid on 
our van the next day after the mission that resulted in nobody being 
arrested. What can we do against “ah these pigs”? Go after the 
system that trains them and sics them on us. 

Despite the pig harassment, many, many sisters and brothers from 
off the block joined with the Black Riders once the pigs exposed 
themselves to be nothing but common criminals and coward-ass 
busters with badges. So the attack backfired on all counts.

General T.A.C.O. Speaks: 

On the Watch-a-Pig Program, Armed Self-Defense, the SF 8 
and the Brutal Government Assassination of Tookie 

When the LA rebellion exploded, mainly because of the savage brutal beating of Rodney King by the racist LAPD, it revealed that young black people trapped in the poverty 
stricken ghettos had finally come to their African senses. They united in a “gang” truce, and rejected taking out on each other their frustration that stemmed from white racism 
and capitalist oppression. In the past, the outcome of such negative self-hatred resulted in a severe non-violent posture towards the racist police and other government agents of 
repression. Brothers and sisters who were considered hardcore on the streets would literally start running from just the sight of the racist police. On April 29, 1992, the LAPD 
started running! After the rebellion, black unity was very strong, so the LAPD began to openly carry M-16 military rifles to try to further intimidate the Black community and tried 
to destroy every peace gathering in every “hood” in LA!! The times were changing, and the Black Riders were in tune. In 1996 we circulated in Watts, South Central, Inglewood, 
Hawthorne, Compton and Long Beach, talking to young black brothers and sisters on the need to unite and push our constitutional and human rights, especially our right to have 
weapons and defend ourselves. Many of them could identify with what the Black Riders were saying, because they had experienced and witnessed so much outlaw gang behavior 
by the police. 

Many of them donated and gave us their legal guns and other self-defense weapons to help us begin the first watch-a-pig program patrols to move against the racist pigs. The fascist 
police act as an imperialist occupying army, like they’re working overseas in Iraq or Afghanistan, monitoring the actions of the neo-colonial poor Black people and swooping in at 
will, with high-powered guns, to trap and leave as quickly as they came, yet never responding to the real safety needs of the community. Harassment, terror, torture, brutal beatings, 
drive-by shootings, stop and frisk, and verbal abuse are the standard operating procedures for the police. Regular and sometimes massive sweeps through the Black communities 
are launched by the various pig forces (including the FBI) and authorized by the racist European ruling class and corrupt high public political officials in the name of trying to fight 
“crime” and “gangbanging.” Whole blocks have been cordoned off and anyone entering and exiting is questioned. The police consider any Black person, including our children, as 
a typical criminal suspect or “public enemy!” When it is the paramilitary police who have contributed to the problem of crime and violence through their gang-style responses and 
their involvement in smuggling drugs and guns into our community. Thus, tight hand cuffs, being shoved into a police car, being slapped with a billy club, kicked between the legs, 
or maced, the use of attack dogs, being forced to put one’s hands on top of hot police cars, armored vehicles, battering ram tanks, and suffering humikliating public strip searches 
ah have become part of life for young Black people ah over racist AmeriKKa, especially in L.A. 

We named our organization the Black Riders Liberation Party and we selected as its symbol the Black panther, in honor of the first Black revolutionary vanguard, the Black 
Panther Party for Self Defense. We chose to resurrect the Black Panthers in retaliation, when we learned that our parents and elders were murdered, imprisoned, drugged, 
brainwashed and exiled in the first Black revolution by the wicked FBI and local police through an evil government secret war program of Counter Intelligence (COINTELPRO). 
The Black panther is an animal that when it is pressured it moves back until it is cornered, then it comes out fighting for life or death. Continued on page 4

We felt we had been pushed back long enough and that it was time for poor Black 
people to come out and take over. During the recruitment periods, we clarify that 
the party is not racist. We actually oppose all forms of racism, especially when 
institutionalized to benefit the capitalists. 

We wanted to ensure that poor Black people viewed our patrols as positive and helpful 
to the community. We didn’t want people to see the Black Riders as thuggish, gun toting 
brothers and sisters without an organized political agenda. We came up with the idea 
that all Black Riders would wear an updated model of the old Black panther uniform - 
black berets, and black, gray and white camouflage fatigues, and big black boots! We 
chose this uniform to make sure that we would not look like or appear to be any black 
street organization or “hood” in L.A. One of the main goals was to unite all these hoods 
or groups into fighting for positive revolutionary goals. We want to help establish peace 
and unity between young Black people still caught up in the Blood and Crip war going 
on in our community, so we tried to pick a “neutral” color for our New Generation 
Black panther organization. We also knew that many racist police agencies were directly 
responsible for the ongoing Blood and Crip war by picking up brothers and sisters in 
patrol cars and dropping them off in the middle of a “hood” that the individual didn’t 
get along with. In order for us to be an effective organized force of peacemakers, we 
realized that we would have to first deal with the historical peace breaker! The Watch- 



a-pig program was also created to deal with this issue. That is why we continue to seek 
to confront the real enemy of poor Black people and move the struggle to a higher level, 
to remove the fear that black people have of the racist police and show them that the 
enemy is really scared of us as a people. 

We began the patrol in 1997 armed with law booklets, video cameras, para-military 
camouflage fatigues, black berets, bats, knives, black karate skills and any other legal 
weapon we could get a hold of. We began to monitor the police radio calls, observing 
arrests as they questioned black people, educating our people about their armed self- 
defense rights, and offering our services to people who needed a witness against the 
police in a law suit. Sometimes, we even received urgent cell phone calls from Black 
people and we would send out a car to the troubled location to watch the pigs. If 
necessary, we would even follow the racist pigs in their car around the community, 
bumper to bumper, just to make sure that they would not hurt anyone. We made it clear 
to all the comrades involved in the program that they should be prepared to do battle 
only if a racist police officer drew his or her gun or tried to attack us unjustly. We knew 
that once it started, we may wind up in jail or dead standing up for our people’s rights. 
This activity captured the hearts and minds of the people. Many young Black people 
who used to fight each other in the streets united and went out to patrol the demonic 
police together. That’s what we call real Revolutionary Black Power. 

We all felt the compelling urge to finally risk our lives for something positive as 
opposed to something negative. We launched the first patrols of the police armed 
with weapons since the original Panthers started in 1966!! Without a doubt we had to 
overcome the life threatening reality associated with the patrols. It took an extreme 
love for our people to have the heart and courage to police the police. The police killed 
Black people in cold blood all the time in LA and get away with it calling it “justifiable 
homicide.” We felt the pigs were a gang of cowards and busters when confronted by 
organized Black people with knowledge of the law and who were ready to defend 
themselves by any means necessary. Many of these patrols resulted in bloody combat or 
confrontation with the pigs and our comrades were framed and sent to jail on trumped 
up charges. This did not stop our patrols as more people joined our ranks once the 
police exposed themselves to be nothing but common criminals acting under the color 
of law. The second Black Revolution had begun and the genie of Black revolutionary 
violence had once again been let free in Babylon. It would only stop when total freedom 
was had. 

Many old O.G. (original) Black panthers from L.A. to New York joined our ranks or 
supported our programs. They were anxious to get another shot at the oppressor and 
they wanted to prove that the Black Panther will always live in the hearts and minds 
of the people. A few of the recently imprisoned Black Panther Eight supported our 
program while they still prowled the streets. They were framed and arrested Jan. 23, 
2007 for a 36-year-old trumped up alleged retaliatory murder of a white police officer. 
The pig was corrected seven days after the vicious murder of the great Black Panther 
leader General George Jackson by racist San Quentin prison guards on August 21, 1971. 
This new critical government attack on these aging O.G. Panther elders will never be 
forgotten and will be met with an extremely massive political consequence. The Panther 
Eight must be set free by any means necessary. 

We patrol the pigs at random and link it with our other daily movements doing other 
dangerous political work like trying to educate and raise the African consciousness of 


young Black people on the street corner to stop tribalism and Black on Black violence. 
We were careful to keep our patrols within the bounds of the law and this pissed off 
the pigs even more. Pig brutality was extremely reduced in areas we patrolled. Black 
people in the community were deeply impressed. The police tried to turn the community 
against us but it had the opposite effect. The community was proud to see disciplined 
young Black men and women defend their rights and stand up to the wicked racist 
Amerikkan Empire. Our reputation as fearless freedom fighters grew everywhere. By 
the year 2007, ten years later, we had successfully grown more sophisticated, and by 
then patrolled the pigs in Watts, Compton, Long Beach, Inglewood and even Oakland! 

We grew more sophisticated mainly because of the support of the poor Black people 
throughout LA donating everything an oppressed people can to fight back. Our people 
donated time, advice, rides in their own cars, and pennies, nickels, and dimes to 
support our programs. Some people literally jumped in line while we watched the pigs 
and brought their own video camera or camera phone to participate. This happened 
many times, especially along Crenshaw Blvd. In LA. We bought a Black Power Van 
equipped with high-tech walkie-talkies, video cameras, scanners, lap top computers, 
binoculars, tasers and other technical equipment needed to fight against police terrorism 
and educate our people about the need for security against the pigs with an advanced 
four-wheeled mobile security system operating 24 hours a day, for free!! 

Some petty-bourgeois people fail to understand why we collect donations. They are 
completely stupid to the fact that in the early 20 th Century, the great Black leader 
Marcus Garvey created black owned enterprises by collecting donations of nickels 
and dimes. More than a hundred thousand black people came out in 1919 in New York 
to see Garvey launch the Black Star Steam Ship Line. We as a people all collectively 
owned those gigantic ships and that was a beautiful thing in the past. Now we as a 
people must prepare and be ready for the future. 

We have helped to create many positive food, clothing, shelter survival programs, and 
many small “gang” truces around Los Angeles and in many jails. We have also been 
to many speaking engagements, unity meetings and demonstrations for the people in 
the last 11 years of our existence as a new Black panther organization. Yet the brutal 
government assassination of Stanley “Tookie” Williams had a serious impact on our 
grass roots organizing efforts to bring the masses of our people back into political life. 
Through his book and other articles he wrote, Tookie taught us that Black on Black 
violence must be rpevented on the spot before it happens through conflict resolution 
by a respected, reasonable, revolutionary African minded mediator. It is impossible to 
count all the times our organization has stood between two armed hostile factions and 
helped to bring about peace and Black on Black love. Tookie’s message of Black Unity 
had ultimately struck a shord in the hearts of young Black people so the government 
moved quickly to silence that message. I led a delegation of 20 militant Black Riders 
soldiers to City Hall and to Schwarzenegger’s office at the Ronald Reagan building 
in downtown LA in the fight to save him from execution, and helped to bring national 
and international TV and media attention to his case. We exposed to the world that the 
racist death penalty was being used by corrupt politicians as a weapon of assassination. 
Governor fake terminator Schwarzenegger has gone on record saying that one of the 
main reasons why he murdered Tookie was because he dedicated his book to many 
different O.G. Black panther leaders, especially general George Jackson. We also 
launched a militant demonstration outside of Tookie’s funeral when the racist LAPD 
tried to set up military barricades around the proceedings. We felt this was the height of 
disrespect, so we engaged in numerous tense clashes and confrontations with the pigs to 
clear a path for Black people to enter the funeral and pay their respects. Many Bloods 
and Crips showed up at the funeral to show their support for Tookie. 

The Black Riders Liberation Party was born in a period of stress when black people 
were moving away from the philosophy and strategy of non-violent actions being 
pushed by neo-colonial puppet fake black leaders who encouraged us as a people to 
hold in our anger and pain from white racist oppression. This causes us to take out the 
explosive frustration on each other through tribalism instead of unleashing it on our 
real enemy. We dare to believe that we could offer the community a permanent political 
vehicle which would serve their needs and advocate their interests. We have met many 
foes; we have seen many enemies, we have been slandered, kidnapped, gagged, jailed, 
raided, and murdered. When the enemy strikes out at you blindly, crushing you right and 
left if he possibly can, then you know you are doing everything right! We now know 
more than ever before, that the will of the people is greater than the technology and 
repression of those who are against the interests of the people. Therefore we know that 
we can and will continue to serve and educate the people. Bullet proof love, thanks and 
appreciation goes out to all the brothers and sisters on the block who have supported 
the struggle. Hollow point bullets are sent to all the snitches, sell-outs, pig boot 
licking house nigga’s, especially the ones that roam the streets. THE RACIST DOG 
POLICEMEN MUST IMMEDIATELY WITHDRAW FROM OUR COMMUNITY OR 

FACE THE WRATH OF AN ARMED PEOPLE!!

Black Faces in High Places: 

Another Game of Fascism

The counter-revolution of 2008 is not a figment of our imagination, but 
the malicious, systematic manipulation of our lives in AmeriKKKa. If we 
continue tro evaluate the progress of the struggle by the dogmatism of 
the so-called civil rights leaders, then we will fall into a meaningless pit 
of defeatist reformism. One of the key figures in the effort to transform 
revolutionary action into criminalistic idealism is none other than Barack 
Obama. Now before Black people start jumping down my throat, I think 
you should first sit down and listen to my logic and come to an educated 
conclusion. 

First and foremost, this is not an attack on Obama personally, but a 
political analysis of his position and of the malignant hypocrisy of a 
government he is striving so hard to command. In the 453 years since 
we as African people were first tortured and brought to this country as 
slaves, we have been fighting for our freedom. Over the years, we have 
gained some ‘rights’ to equalize our status to Europeans, but we are still 
made to be the floor mats of Amerikkkan society. There’s no doubt that 
this is a fascist country, a country built off our free labor, on our backs, 
from capitalism to the rise of corporations to imperial expansionism 
through its colonies. Amerikkka is truly a land for the upper class. Now 



in contemporary times, a few people of color have been allowed to be 
entered into the aristocracy, thereby giving that old and ridiculously 
reformist slogan of “picking yourself up by your bootstraps” a seeming 
validity. 

As long as some of ‘us’ can walk, talk, and live by the standards of the so- 
called nobility, we feel like we’ve won, that we’re free. But that is the game 
the fascists play. This level of fascism will spend trillions in wars for economic 
gain and political domination, in which it kills thousands more and cultivates 
a society of ‘citizens’ who live in a state of constant fear, thereby creating the 
‘necessity’ for a militarily obese government that can pry into everybody’s 
business. They obviously have no regard for the rights or equality of their 
‘citizens’ because it took until 2008 for not only a Black man but a white 
woman to get a chance to be president. The question I pose to the people is, why 
now? 

Is the revolutionary push or threat of the people so strong that they wish to 
pacify our movement? I believe that’s the case. My entire life, I have heard, 
“What we need is a Black President.” But if we get it, it will only because 
we have reached the final stage in our colonial domination, Neo-Colonialism. 
Barack Obama will only be a representative of this oppressive government, 
that has so brutally distorted democracy, not us. Do not put all our faith in this 
man, do not demobilize and disarm our movement when we are so close to 
real freedom!

You can change the color 
or gender of the commander-in-chief, but the system of government will not 
change, it will simply take on a new disguise. 

I am not against local political action, because local political consciousness we 
control, the better the people can control our own communities. This builds the 
commune. This should correspond with the developing revolutionary acts of a 
vanguard party. But the class system and its state apparatus must be destroyed 
without exception. A new system of values, ethics and morality must be 
instilled in this country, a morality that will not tolerate slavery, exploitation or 
oppression. Only then can we begin the transformation of this decadent society 
into a true civilization that doesn’t feed off the blood of so many others like 


some kind of pathological vampire. 

The very fact that you need millions of dollars and Ivy League credentials 
to enlist in their political rat race shows the ruling class nature of the whole 
electoral process. 

So where do we stand now? Should we encourage the masses to vote for Obama 
as our African enslaved American savior? Or are we our own liberators? I 
think the point will be proven soon enough if he is elected, that the orders to 
incarcerate, assassinate and dismantle the movement will still come from the 
top - and the president is not the top. The ruling elite makes the rules, and sorry, 
Obama, but you are not part of the pack. 

So in conclusion, Obama only means that we must organize and fight harder 
than ever before. We will not allow this token to assimilate us into their matrix, 
their false fagade of a free country built on truth, liberty and justice for all.

When it [Black Panther Party] started in 1966, you got to understand that it had 
a distinctive, simple, narrow, Black nationalist ideology. The Black Panther 
Party at that time was specifically concerned with patrolling the police and other 
local Black community ventures and programs. But out of that, in numerous 
debates with cultural nationalists, it led them to another phase of their ideology. 
The Black Panther Party established an ideology in motion. That ideology in 
motion led to at least four phases of their ideology. The last phase, which is 
what we’re most concerned with, is called Revolutionary Intercommunalism. 
But I’ma touch on the other phases just so we can have a proper understanding, 
so we’ll be on a proper foundation. 

When it stopped being simply, narrow Black nationalist, in order to make a 
distinction between them and other culture nationalist groups of that time, they 
moved on from narrow Black nationalism to Revolutionary Black nationalism, 
including socialism. So, they took this position when they gained more 
knowledge of Mao, they gained more knowledge of Marx, Lenin, and other 
leftist thinkers, which propelled them to adopt both a race and class analysis. 
Under the narrow Black nationalist ideology they was under they was more 
concerned just primary race. Once they began to understand that revolution 
took more than just Black people for it to become total, for it to become a 
serious environment that would eliminate racism, then the need to define correct 
ideology became of hyper and super importance to them. 

For any Revolutionary group it’s necessary, you know, because your ideology 


is your ideals, at root, at base, its ideals. And the ideals is basically theories.

Theories is the historical 
accumulation of facts based on 
where you stand today. Us being 
black and oppressed, a simple 
race and class analysis is key 
to understanding Revolution. 

So, when they moved from 
narrow Black nationalism to Revolutionary Black nationalism plus socialism, 
then they began to set socialism as the new civilization that they were trying 
to achieve. Under socialism, once the means of production is snatched away 
from the oppressor, once state power is snatched from the oppressor, then 
the lumpen-proletariat was supposed to achieve political power, whereas the 
bourgeoisie would be suppressed. And by the lumpen-proletariat becoming the 
dictatorship of the lumpen proletariat, becoming the state in itself to suppress 
the bourgeoisie, then the Panthers felt like that was a necessary objective for 
them to eliminate racism. 

But, they began to even open their eyes more when they developed an 
Internationalist ideology. Now, they still maintained a sense of Black 
nationalism by only letting black people join Black Panthers, but they 
encouraged other groups, other races, to organize within they own communities. 
So, out of this organizing, they developed an Internationalist philosophy in 
that even though they fought for blacks here, within Amerikkka, they felt if it 
was only limited to that, it would be considered racial chauvinist, almost black 
racism. You know, we as an organization REJECT any notion of black racism, 
you know, because according to George Jackson, we believe that we can’t 
expect the average black man to differentiate between white poor people and 
white rich people, when they all show racist fangs towards us. So, the average 
black man doesn’t have knowledge of these social economic realities, you see. 
So, they began to look to a more Internationalist philosophy. 

They began to understand that the struggle with black people was tied to the 
struggle with the Vietnamese, was tied to the struggle goin on in different 
national liberation movements around the world. So, when they adopted this 
Internationalist philosophy, they wanted to establish Third World solidarity 
with all oppressed countries, to link up these revolutionary societies with these 
revolutionary black communes the Black Panther Party was creating, and the 
combination of both blacks and other oppressed people and Third World people 
within this country, plus the Third World revolutionary countries engaging 
in war against the ruling class, would certify and guarantee the defeat of 
Amerikkkan imperialism, Amerikkkan fascism. Because, with the help of the 
Third World we understand militarily that Amerikkka cannot, contrary to what 


they say, fight numerous wars at the same time. So this strategy causes fascism 
to spread its military forces too thin because they can’t fight on many different 
fronts, especially when we exist within the belly of the beast, and we are a 
critical part of the fascist machine. For us to become dislocated, or even to 
become a monkey wrench in the machine, would cause an Imperialist war to 
erupt, would cause indigestion to the bully, the Goliath, you know, within the 
belly of the beast. 

So out of that Internationalist philosophy came Revolutionary 
Intercommunalism. The reason why they moved from Internationalism to 
Revolutionary Intercommunalism was because a specific group of trends 
within the worldwide capitalist economy began to take place at that specific 
time. Many revolutions and many national liberation movements all over 
the planet, many guerrillas all over the planet, had decided to accept, in 
most cases, pseudo-political independence. In most cases they accepted 
neocolonialism, where you have a black face in a high place. Or you have 
White power disguised as Black power. Where you got White power disguised 
as Brown power. When you have nothing but a Black token and a Brown 
token, you know, and these people were held up as people who could identify 
with the fascist state, but at the same time, appear to identify with the masses. 
So, usually neocolonialism establishes itself when the poor, oppressed 
people developed national liberation movements and the Mother country, the 
European super power, begins to recognize the threat of these anti-colonial 
wars. So what they do is try to grant, or allow, or give a semblance of freedom 
— a semblance of political power with no economic power — to convince 
the masses that it is no longer necessary to seek revolutionary change; 
that they can establish change within the capitalist makeup, the capitalist 

model. By adopting a neo-colonial 
puppet position, they became the 
managers and the administrators to 
the neocolonial structure. Neo means 
new, so it’s like a new colonialism. 

A new colonialism where you have 
the people from that specific country 
oppressing their own people with the 
Western ideology, with the capitalist 
ideology. You know, they’re allowed to 
accumulate large Swiss bank accounts, 
you know, some of them have been 
even known to be a thousand times 
richer than their whole population put 
together! But yet and still, the majority 
of the economics trickles and funnels 
back to the Mother country. Thereby, 
the oppressor establishing control but 
it’s indirect, you know. So, out of that 
understanding of neocolonialism and 
understanding that once revolution is 
established within a specific country, 
then if those revolutionaries stopped just with their specific country, then they 
off point, they off balance, because you can never have a revolution in one 
specific country without establishing revolution on the planet. Any and all 
revolutionaries are supposed to believe in the fact that if there’s one slave on 
the planet there’s no way you can really be free. As long as capitalism exists, 
there’s no way any revolution or any liberation can be held, consolidated, and 
strengthened, with fascism running around the planet trying to wipe it out. They 
don’t care if it’s Gilligan’s Island turned socialist. They’re not going for it. Their 
job is to neutralize socialist Gilligan’s Island because they are the International 
prototype of counter-revolution. They refuse to allow any form, the smallest 
form, of freedom to be established any fucking where on the planet. They’re 
not fucking with you! If you’re not sending in large amounts of raw materials, 
if you’re not sending in large amounts of resources to the Mother country, then 
they take it as a threat to their national security. They take it as a threat to the 
worldwide global capitalist economy. 

So, Huey R Newton recognized these trends, Huey understood the flight of capital, 
when multi-national corporations took their corporations out of the community and took 
them overseas. So now you have many, many small, irrelevant trinkets made in China, 
you have many, small bling-bling items made in Korea, you know, and a lot of our 
people, we see these things here and we wonder like, damn, how could China develop 
so much stuff? How could Korea develop so much stuff? But they’re developing for 
the capitalists, you see what I’m sayin, and it’s like, sweatshops are established in 
these countries. These multi-national corporations are established in these countries, 
because the mles and regulations of the workplace here within Amerikkka are way 
strict. Because Amerikkka been outlawed child labor and child slavery; foul, unsanitary 
working conditions, you know. So, in order to keep these working conditions up to 
par, helping sanitize, then they would have to pay for that; it would come out of their 
overall profits. So what they did was, in order to make more profits, to save money, 
and not pay the workers properly, then they just shift everything to a foreign country, 
to a Third World country. These regulations and these mles and the overall Watchdogs 
of the working environment are not established in these Third World countries. These 
Third World countries don’t have the situation through their governments, through their 
economics, or even through their political understanding, that these things are taking 
place. So they allow these things in their countries because they get a kick back from 
the multinational corporations. 


Intercommunalism 


The neocolonial puppets receive crumbs from this. So it’s much easier and 
more profitable for them to place these multinational corporations in other 
people’s countries for exploitation. Now, because of that, their own white 
working labor force here in Amerikklca was severely hurt, severely disrupted, 
you know. Without the workers, they can’t get money, they can’t get a check 
to buy the consumer goods that they are producing with they own hands. So 
the capitalist can’t make his profit. And you know if the capitalist can’t make 
his profit, you got a problem. So there was no jobs here for the white working 
class, more so than anybody, cuz there’s other people up under the working 
class, but specifically the white working class. So, in order to curtail, in order to 
offset and throw off any revolutionary anger these white working class people 
may develop, what they did, which is what they always have done since the 
establishment of Amerikklca, which is, blame the niggas. These black people are 
scapegoats for their economic problems. Especially after the 60’s and 70’s, you 
see what I’m sayin, because affirmative action, and all the crumbs that was won 
from the Civil Rights Movement and the Black Liberation Movement, were 
used as a sign of the government becoming weak, passive, and letting blacks 
push them around. This is what the working white man was brainwashed to 
believe. That these things which allow us to get a semblance of opportunity, end 
up boomeranging on us. 

So, we developed a new ideology understanding these trends, because Huey 
Newton didn’t see all of them. Because even though he was good enough 
to foresee the transition of these things, he still didn’t experience them. 

So, what we did, because we exist right within the environment of these 
things happening, we can analyze them better. So we understand that the 
Intercommunalism that Huey first understood was based on a worldwide 
revolution. Not one country, not two countries, not three countries gaining 
freedom. But he recognized there was a severe need for the whole planet to 
be free. So, Intercommunalism, or Revolutionary Intercommunalism, is based 
on that understanding, is based on the understanding that as long as one slave 
is enslaved then no one can ever be free. That it must be a total, fullblown, 
worldwide revolution. In order for capitalism to be destroyed, you cannot leave 
capitalist Amerikklca, capitalist Europe, in place and don’t think they ain’t 
gonna come back and cut you, and gun you down and try to take they power 
back. So, you must knock them all out in one, quick, move—on a worldwide 
level. So, the main flaws within Huey’s Intercommunalism was the fact that he left 
out culture, he left out African Heritage, you know, which without it, you cut off your 
morals, you cut off your family structure, you cut off your spirituality, you cut off 
some of the most severe aspects of our people’s culture, our people’s heritage, our 
people’s understanding. And they failed to take into consideration cultural imperialism. 
They understood political imperialism, they understood economic imperialism, they 
understood social imperialism, they understood even military imperialism, but for 
some strange, WHITE-washed reason they couldn’t completely grasp the need to 
understand cultural imperialism! You know, and all forms of culture were looked down 
upon, despised, because of their beefs and battles with different cultural nationalist 
groups. And it wasn’t just the US organization who they beefed with. They beefed 
with groups such as the Black House of San Francisco, they beefed with the Black 
Panther Political Party which was an up-North based group — culture nationalist. 

They beefed with all these groups on the West coast, so it developed a bad taste in 
the mouth of Panthers, not for our people’s culture, but moreso for these people who 
faked liked they acted like they was practicing our culture — with no revolution. So 
at that time, culture became synonymous with passivity and nonviolence; and civil 
rights and assimilation. Whereas, at that time, the gun was the thing that signified 
the revolutionary trend, the revolutionary thought. Those who wanted immediate 
confrontation, those who wanted immediate reparations and BLOODSHED from the 
enemy. So, this caused them to disdain culture in order to make a clear distinction to 
the people what culture nationalism is — which is really Black capitalism, and what 
Revolutionary Intercommunalism was — which is Black communalism. So, they made 
severe, theoretical mistakes, you know. 

Without these cultural understandings, our people can’t develop a strong sense of 
self, you know, which was a key cornerstone of the Party’s position, which is — We 
believe we need a knowledge of self. You know, knowledge of self doesn’t just imply 
political, economic, social and military, but the basis of it is culture, and the Panthers, 
when they developed Intercommunalism, became almost culture-less. So that’s why, 
at times, people failed to understand what was their true goal, what was their true 
role, what they was tryin to do. You know, because like, how could you claim you’re 
a Black revolutionary, but then, at the same time, disdain your own culture? And if 
you disdained your own culture, who’s culture were you practicing? Cuz you were 
practicing somebody’s! If it wasn’t your own, who’s else could it have been?—the slave 
master’s! If you have nothing to fall back on culturally, if you have nothing to fall back 
on mentally, in terms of what happened in the past, then you are left with only what was 
brainwashed and forced into our psyches. Understanding these realities, understanding 
the new composition of the globalization of capital, caused us to develop a more 
advanced ideology, an ideology that still would guarantee theory and practice would 
be united; a theory and practice which still guaranteed that we would be picking up the 
gun, in armed self-defense and armed struggle. But a culture that would inspire family 
units, a culture that would inspire spirituality, a culture that would inspire real, real, 
African knowledge. So, what we did was develop what we call Revolutionary African 
Intercommunalism, and we put the “African” first to emphasize that we believe in the 
race and class analysis, but it’s like Marcus Garvey said, RACE FIRST! And we put that 
there, we make that understanding to gain a better grasp of what we tryina do, to keep 
our culture and our people intact without neglecting anyone else though. You know, 
because we’re with solidarity with all oppressed people. We’re with solidarity with all 
Third World people who are oppressed. We’re fighting for liberation, you know. We 
ain’t with the neocolonial military dictatorship. They gets the pistol. Everybody else, 
we with, whether we know them directly or not, whether we have direct communication 
with them or not. We still with them just cuz they oppressed and they tryina fight. 


So, when we look at African Intercommunalism, it’s just an update, an upgraded 
form to deal with the new reality of what we tryina deal with, you know. African 
Intercommunalism is so important because once we overthrow the Amerikkkan ruling 
class, there will be a critical need to still liberate Africa. We cannot expect, like Huey 
left open, and didn’t completely go in depth to — after the Amerikkkan ruling class is 
destroyed and wiped out, then who would knock out the rest of the Western powers? 
Who would battle the neocolonial puppets? Just because the Amerikkkan ruling class 
is knocked out of position, that doesn’t necessarily guarantee —just because it will 
severely weaken the globalization of capital, it won’t destroy it. It ain’t just goin to 
fall in and of itself. So what we did was come up with an understanding, and a theory, 
that would not only unite with Third World people, but would put hyper emphasis on 
Africa scattered throughout the diaspora from slavery, you know. Every people, EVERY 
PEOPLE, no matter how much they was oppressed, still had niggas chained in the 
backyard. Every people. This is from our understanding of history, you know. Even the 
Eskimos, as dark as they is, as cold as they is, they still had niggas in the back of they 
igloo, chained in the backyard, you know. So, everybody participated in domination. 
Everybody participated in exploitation of our people. Because of that fact, that has left 
us — no matter in capitalist Amerikkka or communist Cuba — always at the bottom 



of the social ladder. We’ve always existed at the bottom of the totem pole. We 
always got the shitty end of the stick. So, alot of these countries that professed 
and claimed and tried to set up socialism still didn’t properly deal with the race 
question, because when you’re dealing with socialism, you’re dealing with 
economics, when you haven’t really dealt with the race question. You know, 
so it’s like our thing as a people, you know, we gotta severe problem with the 
economic exploitation, but that is not the primary thing that we have to deal 
with as a people, because of our skin color. And, as George Jackson points 
out, you know, these contradictions manifest themselves even in the “slightest 
variation of skin tone”, you know. So, it’s like we are being discriminated 
against and we are being oppressed even to the “slightest variation of skin 
tone”. And what that essentially means is if you’ve got one damn drop of Black 
blood in Amerikkka, then you is fucked! One drop is enough to hold you back 
from any form of social, economic, upward mobility. Any form of acceptance 
on the part of the racists that oppress us. So that blocks you. It’s the “slightest 
variation of skin tone” that will block you, especially if it’s dark. So, it’s like, 
African Intercommunalism takes all these things into consideration. 

Power to the People! 


The U.S. Government War Against the 
Black Riders Liberation Party 


For Black youth throughout the united states, especially in Watts and South Central 
LA, Wolverine Shakur, AKA General T.A.C.O. of the militant Black Riders Liberation 
Party is a radiant leader, a strong father and husband, a bold warrior, a ghetto hero and a 
down brother. Black people identify with the battle he has fought against the evil forces 
of white racism and reaction. They identify with this principled revolutionary struggle 
against the capitalist system that inevitably spells misery, suffering, and genocide for the 
mass of Black people held captive in Amerikkka. 

The Black Riders played a pivotal and decisive early part in unleashing the new wave 
of Black militancy that has been taking place. In 1996, General T.A.C.O. came together 
with other former Bloods and Crips in unity and created the groundwork for the 
resurrection of the Black Panthers, under the official name “Black Riders Liberation 
Party.” We are the new generation, and we consider ourselves to be faster, stronger, 
smarter and upgraded. After formulating a basic Black Commune program for the Black 
Liberation struggle in Y.T.S. prison (calling for many of the same points as the original 
10-point program of the BPP for Self Defense, like full employment, housing, education 
and an end to police terrorism, and some new points such as demanding proper medical 
care for AIDS victims and an immediate end to white capitalist smuggling crack cocaine 
into the Black community), they were eventually released to the streets and took action. 
Their first step was an attempt to deal with one of the most immediate and injurious 
symptoms of oppression - police brutality! 

Armed with law booklets, video cameras, paramilitary camouflage fatigue gear and 
Black karate skills, bats, knives and any other legal weapons, they created the Watch-a- 
Pig program and began to patrol Watts and South Central L.A.’s poor Black community 
— monitoring the police, observing arrests and educating brothers and sisters of their 
armed self-defense rights. Their determined resistance to police terrorism produced a 
marked decrease in police harassment in areas they patrolled. Black people throughout 
Amerikkka who heard of the program were deeply impressed. Panther Power to the 
Black Riders! 

The increasing influence of the Black Riders in the poor Black Neo-Colony and our 



forces and government. Gov. fake-Terminator Schwarzenegger, police chief Bratton 
the Butcher, and buster ass homeland security overseers like Tom Ridge have made no 
secret of their hostility toward the Black Riders. They see our efforts to change brothers’ 
and sisters’ criminal/gangster mentality into a positive revolutionary mentality as a 
threat to their capitalist system. Black unity has always been looked upon by pigs and 
racist politicians as a threat to their system of control. 

This assessment came to light when our National Spokesman Comrade Bulldog 
delivered a strong speech in front of San Francisco City Hall and denounced Pres. 
Bush’s USA PATRIOT Act as racist in April 2002. In his speech, he urged all Blacks to 
defend themselves and oppose the imperialist so-called War on Terrorism. 45,000 anti¬ 
war demonstrators were present. Six months after the speech, Comrade Bulldog was 
assassinated by a mysterious undercover hit squad. Nobody was ever charged with his 
execution-style murder, despite many appeals by his family to the so-called authorities. 
He was only 20 years old. 

In this paper, it is impossible to even scratch the surface of the devastating, legally- 
sanctioned paramilitary police attacks on the Black Riders Liberation Party. A simple 
catalog of all the martyrs of the movement, or those wounded or presently incarcerated 
on trumped-up charges as political prisoners or prisoners of war would take volumes. 
But truth crushed to the earth will one day rise again. We will focus here on attacks 
against one leader of the BRLP, General T.A.C.O. 

As General of the Black Riders, T.A.C.O. has delivered many fiery and analytical 
speeches in Black ’hoods (communities) throughout the country and internationally 
on the Internet during the period in which intense urban rebellions occurred in major 
cities throughout the nation, such as Cincinnati, mainly because of some form of police 
brutality and oppression. Even though 30 years ago, the government’s own Kerner 
Commission report affirmed that white racism had to be held responsible for the 
rebellions, General T.A.C.O. was repeatedly singled out as having incited Black people 
to revolt. His life has been continually disrupted by recurring official attempts to silence 
him forever. Despite many death threats on his life by racist pigs, this “Weapon of Allah 
(God)” has refused to give up on the new Black Power struggle. He will continue to 
“bang on the pigs” for life. 


In February 1998, LA County sheriff’s deputies from the Lennox station and FBI 
agents raided General T.A.C.O.’s home. He was arrested for allegedly having a legally 
registered SKS assault rifle. His wife and comrade Aryana Shakur was also arrested for 
allegedly assaulting a police officer. He spent one year in prison on a parole violation 
even though the charge was dismissed. During the raid, Comrade Aryana was slightly 
wounded, but recovered quickly. She was released two weeks after the raid. 

In January 2000, after a major raid at our headquarters in Watts, General T.A.C.O. 
and 20 Black Rider warriors marched inside the 108th Precinct at 10:00 PM at night. 

He was arrested for allegedly assaulting two police officers. The case against him was 
dismissed after just four days, but Wolverine Shakur spent six months in prison on a 
parole violation resulting from the incident. This bloody confrontation left General 
T.A.C.O. severely wounded, but he emerged out of political imprisonment stronger and 
put forth a renewed call for the release of all political prisoners of war. If there is no 
conflict, there will be no progress! 

In August 2002, General T.A.C.O.’s home was raided by the Lennox sheriff’s deputies 
on a search and destroy mission, but he was not home. After an incredible six-hour 
armed stand-off with the pigs, three comrades were detained in pig cars for one hour. 
The Party’s lawyer and chief legal counsel James Simmons was called to the tense scene 
and forced the pigs to abide by the law during the standoff. Therefore, no bloodshed 
occurred. Comrade Aryana Shakur was arrested for allegedly possessing an M-l carbine 
assault rifle. After a year of legal battles, the case was dismissed. 

In August 2003, General T.A.C.O. was arrested for allegedly assaulting a Lennox 
sheriff’s deputy, after the officer tried to brutalize a 16-year-old comrade. The trumped- 
up charges were later dismissed. 

In late August 2003, General T.A.C.O., Minister of Public Relations Aryana Shakur, 
Chief of Security Nur Bey and Captain of Security Nadia Shakur were all arrested. This 
clash happened after two white male deputies from the Lennox sheriff’s station jumped 
out of their car and began to frisk search Aryana Shakur. This aggressive search led 
them to fondle her private parts in clear view of her husband, General T.A.C.O. The 
officers repeatedly refused to bring a female officer to do the pat down. The trumped up 
charges this time were inciting a riot, assault on a police officer, and interfering with a 
police officer’s duty. This police confrontation also left Captain Nadia Shakur wounded. 
All four comrades were released on their own recognizance three days later, and the 
frame-up charges were drastically reduced to a single misdemeanor. Aryana and Nadia 
Shakur’s cases were both dismissed by the judge. The police responded to this with 
hostility, and stepped up their helicopter surveillance and harassment of all Black Rider 
members. We also had to pay an excessive fee for our impounded vehicle. 

In February 2004, after helping Daude Sherills successfully organize the 100,000 Man 
March to call for an end to Black on Black violence between Bloods, Crips, Muslims, 
and Christians, General T.A.C.O. and four other comrades were once again arrested 
for allegedly possessing two bulletproof vests and a box of 9 MM bullets. This case 
was dismissed within three days because of an illegal search and seizure and lack of 
evidence by the police, who began to use criminal tactics to capture us. We are proud 
that none of these arrests were made due to infiltration or informants snitching inside 
the organization. 

Despite these brutal criminal government attacks, the Black Riders began to increase 
in size, membership and influence, and to spearhead more survival programs to 
meet the monetary needs and desires of the people. These included the Kourt Watch 
program with free legal aid, the B.O.S.S. Black on Black violence prevention and 
intervention program, a petition for community control of the police, a Black Power 
Cultural Mountain boot camp, gang truce football games and other sports, the Squeeze 
the Slumlord project, and free food giveaways to homeless children and adults. The 
Watch-a-Pig program is still being implemented regularly because it is perfectly legal 
and necessary. The Black Commune is the vehicle for the ultimate drive-by against the 
fascist state. We must continue to confront the real enemy, educate the people about the 
nature of the system, and take the struggle to a higher level. 

The frame-up charges of interfering with a police officer’s duty, nearly three years 
later, became the mechanism for a determined state attack against the Black Riders in 
Inglewood. General T.A.C.O. and Brother Nur Bey were completely innocent, but faced 
jail time for a crime they didn’t commit. Eventually, these charges, too, were defeated. 
T.A.C.O. was arrested in L.A. yet again, on a traffic warrant, shortly after the massive 
raid on the BRLP base in San Bernardino County in August 2007. After being hog-tied 
and held with a gun pointed at his head and shuttled between L.A. and Culver City in an 
attempt to keep him incommunicado, he was eventually released again. 

Now new conspiracy charges have been brought against T.A.C.O. and he is again 
locked down, facing a lengthy trial and long prison sentence. The court system in 
this country is increasingly becoming an important tool of repression on behalf of the 
exploiters. It is being used to try to crush the struggle for liberation of peace-loving 
poor oppressed people, and not only to crush the conscious revolutionary, but to 
attempt to break the back of the rebellious spirit of Black people, Chicano/Mexicanos 
and Puerto Ricans in general. This foul system of government is designed to oppress, 
exploit and intimidate all people who are not from the white Anglo-Saxon ruling class. 
From the violent responses of the police forces, systematic and undoubtedly calculated, 
it can easily be understood that the Black Riders, as opponents of this rotten system, 
are victims of an official conspiracy to destroy our leadership and organization. The 
oppressor must be harassed until his doom! He must have no peace by day or night! 
Black and other Third World people must come out in large numbers and demonstrate 
to this racist system that we will never allow them to imprison people who are helping 
to protect and uplift the community. Come out to court on May 28 and to the trial if 
charges are not dropped. 

Free all political prisoners of war! When the prison doors are opened, the true 
dragon will fly out! 



The Black Commune Program 


We Ride for the Black Commune Program because it is what 
we want and believe. A Black commune is a Black community 
built on the belief of sharing and mutual cooperation between 
all people of that community which brings forth unity. What 
is mine is yours and what is yours is mine, or “I am because 
we are; and because we are, therefore, I am.” This is a belief 
system that Black people have held since the beginning of 
human existence. It allowed us to ride out any storm in perfect 
unity. This is the type of Black community that we ride for. 

A. We Ride for total liberation. We Ride for power to take full 
control of the destiny of our Black community. We will not be liberated 
and free from oppression until we take full control of our destiny. 

B. We Ride to put a stop to the thievery by capitalists of our 
Black community. We Ride because the racist government has stole 
from us, and now we demand the overdue debt of forty acres and two 
mules. Forty acres and two mules was promised over 100 years ago 

as restitution for slave labor and mass murder of Black people. We 
will accept the payment in currency, which will be distributed, to our 
communities. The Amerikkkan racist has taken part in the slaughter 
of over 50 million Black people, therefore, We Ride to make sure we 
receive complete payment. 

C. We Ride for maximum and complete employment for our 
people. We Ride because the federal government is responsible and 
obligated to give every person employment or a guaranteed income. We 
Ride because we believe that if the Amerikkkan businessmen will not 
give full employment, then the means of production should be taken from 
the businessmen, placed in the community, and communized. That way, 
the people of the community can organize and employ its entire people 
and give a high standard of living. 

D. We Ride for freedom of speech. We Ride because we believe 
that all attacks on social redeeming hip hop rap songs should stop. The 
1st Amendment to the U.S. Constitution gives a right to freedom of 
speech. During chattel slavery, the Black spirituals provided us songs 
with social redeeming qualities. Today’s hip hop raps provide us songs 
with social redeeming qualities because conscious rappers help to guide 
us to liberation by outlining the horrible plight that Black people suffer in 
this new era of crisis. 

E. We Ride because we demand the cases of all black 
people held captive in the jails and prisons of Amerikkka re¬ 
opened, re-investigated, and re-tried by members of the Black 
community. We Ride because we feel that Black people living in 
incarceration have been tried unfairly by the U.S. Justice Department. 

We have been denied the right of trial by one’s peers resulting in guilty 
verdicts for an enormous amount of innocent Black people. We have 
been and are being tried by juries that have no understanding of the 
“average reasoning man” of the Black community. It is time that these 
cases be re-opened and re-tried by Black people so that the innocense 
of Black inmates can be determined by a jury of their peers, as stated in 
the 14th Amendment of the U.S. Constitution. We as Black people shall 
then deal with our own people by granting freedom from incarceration to 
those whose re-trial has validated it, and deferring charges and sentences 
for those proven to be guilty by their peers. We want amnesty for all 
Political Prisoners. 

F. We Ride for decent housing fit for shelter of human beings. 
We Ride because we believe that if the capitalists landlords will not give 
decent housing to our Black community then the housing and land should 
be made into a communal so that our community, with government aid, 
can build and make housing for its people. 

G. We Ride for education for our people that exposes the 
true nature of this decadent Amerikkkan society. We Ride for 
education that teaches us our true history and our role in present day 
society. We believe in an educational system that will give to our people 
a knowledge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and 
his position in society and the world, then he has little chance to relate to 
anything else. 


H. We Ride for an end to the drug problem. We Ride because 
we demand all the files of the Iran/Contra hearings, and information 
regarding aid to the Contras in Nicaragua, be released to the Black 
community. This should be done to determine the connection between the 
government and the influx of drugs into the Black community during the 
1970’s and 1980’s. Black people neither own airplanes or manufacturing 
plants needed to produce and distribute drugs. We believe that the 

best way to solve the drug problem is to find out how it is entering our 
community so we can put a stop to it. 

I. We Ride for all Black people to be exempt from military 
service. We Ride because we believe that Black people should not 
be put in financial deprivation, causing them to be forced to fight in 
the military service to defend a racist government that does not protect 
us. We will not fight and kill other people of color in the world who, 
like Black people, are being victimized by the racist government of 
Amerikkka. We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the 
racist military by whatever means necessary. 

J. We Ride for an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY 
and MURDER of Black people. We Ride because we believe we 
can end police brutality in our Black community by organizing Black 
self-defense groups dedicated to defending our Black community from 
racist police oppression and brutality. The 2nd Amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution gives a right to bear arms. We therefore believe that all 
Black people should arm themselves for self-defense. 

K. We Ride for full medical attention that should be given 
to all Black people. We Ride because we believe that Amerikkkan 
capitalist economics is to blame for the high rates of disease in the 
Black community. Black people suffering from life threatening ailments 
like AIDS should no longer be left to the mercy of low budget county 
hospitals. For whatever illness any member of the Black community 
suffers, the federal government is obligated to send them to medical 
institutions that provide the best treatment. 

L. We Ride for an end to environmental racism and to stop 
the disruption of the earth’s ecological balance. We Ride 
because we believe that Amerikkkan industrial production has and is 
currently creating terrible environmental side effects locally, nationally, 
and internationally — especially in areas where Black people live. 
Industrial production causes pollution of air, land, and water, which 

in turn lowers the life expectancy of people. If the racist Amerikkkan 
industrialists sought out technology to further industry then he must seek 
out technology to protect the environment. If the racist U.S. industrialists 
refuse to do so then his industry should be taken and placed in the 
Black community so that we can protect the environment and our own 
communities. 

M. We Ride for land, technology, bread, housing, education, 
clothing, medical care, justice, peace, and an end to 
environmental racism. When in the course of human events, it 
becomes necessary for one people to dissolve the political bands which 
have connected them with another, to assume among the powers of the 
earth the separate and equal station to which the laws of nature and 
nature’s God entitle them, a decent respect to the opinions of mankind 
requires that they should declare the causes which impel them to the 
separation. We hold these truths to be self-evident: that all men are 
created equal; that they are endowed by their creator with certain 
unalienable rights; that among these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness. That to secure these rights, governments are instituted among 
men deriving their just powers from the consent of the government. That 
whenever any form of government becomes destructive of these ends, 

it is the right of the people to alter or abolish it, and to institute a new 
government; laying its foundation on such principles, and organizing 
its powers in such form as to them shall seem most likely to effect their 
safety and happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that governments 
long established should not be changed for light and transient causes; 
and, accordingly, all experience hath shown that mankind are more 
disposed to suffer while evils are sufferable, than to right themselves 
by abolishing the forms to which they are accustomed. But when a 
long train of abuses and usurpation, pursuing invariably the same object 
envinces a design to reduce them under absolute despotism, it is their 
right, it is their duty, to throw off such government and to provide new 
guards for their future security.
